The Rules. 

For the purpose of computing interest, the year 
Is divided Into four calendar quarters—January 1 to 
March 31, April 1 to June 30, July 1 to September 30, 
and October 1 to December 31. On deposits made 
during the first ten days of each quarter, interest is 
allowed from the first day of the quarter. Deposits 
made after the tenth day of each quarter must wait 
until the first of the next quarter before drawing 
interest. On deposits withdrawn, interest is for¬ 
feited for the quarter during which they are with¬ 
drawn. 

Interest is payable semi-annually on July 1 and 
January 1. Where an account is closed before 
dividend date, no interest is allowed for the period 
since January 1 or July 1 last preceding. 

Withdrawals are charged first against most recent 
deposits and, when these have been exhausted, then 
against the interest-bearing balance on hand at the 
first of the quarter. This is known as the quarterly 
method because interest accrues quarterly, though 
payable semi-annually. It is also known as the 
Eastern method, because with slight modification it 
is generally used by the Eastern savings banks.

Cotton and linen garments, espe¬ 
cially those that touch the skin or 
are worn in hot weather, should be 
carefully aired and frequently washed, 
because they absorb oil and perspira¬ 
tion from the body.
